If  Westminster  is  our  world  then  Fulton  is  definitely  the  solar  system  in  which  it  resides.

The  team  also  earned  a  District  16  playoff  berth 
for  the  first  time  in  recent  history.  Under  the 
leadership  of  Coach  Jim  McEwen,  the  team  has 
also  compiled  a  home  win  streak  of  30  games.

The  team's  most  consistant  performer  was 
Rikand  according  to  team  captain  Murer.  He  shot 
over  500  on  a  couple  of  occasions. 

The  team  loses  only  the  services  of  Zesch  to 
graduation  and  Sgt.  Griggs,  under  a  restructured 
program,  looks  for  a  successful  year.
